TRAISFERS TO DEFENSH AGENCIES 


(The following article has been prepared by the Office of Person-

Non-civil service employees will save themselves a lot 
and grief if they familiarize themselves with the rules 
governing their transfer to jobs in defense agencies, They will 


also, save the Department of Agriculture and the other government 
agencies concerned a lot of unnecessary trouble. 

In general all salaried positions in the National Defense 
Commission program are being filled from Civil Service rolls. How- 
ever, provision has been made for the reemployment of persons who 
do not have a classified (competitive) Civil Service status and who 
have been involuntarily separated from their jobs, provided they 
have good records. What has happened in a great many cases is that 
many employees without civil service status have shopped around for 
better jobs despite the fact that they were actually employed and 
were in no danger of being involuntarily dismissed. They then came 
back to their personnel officers and asked to be separated so that 
they could take the new appointments, This the personnel officers 
cannot do because it is not a bona fige reduction of force. 

The result of the whole situationis thateverybody concerne d 
becomes very much upset and in the end nothing is accomplished. The 
Civil Service Commission maintains an emergency replacement list and 
the following rules are quoted from Personnel Circular No. 96 of the 
Department of Agriculture: 


"4, ELIGIBILITY FOR ENTRY ON LIST. 


A. Hligibility for entry on the Emergency Replacement 
list shall be confined to persons who do not have aclass-— 
ified (competitive) civil service status and who: 


(1) Are citizens of the United States; 
(2) Onor after June 30, 1939 
(a) Have been involuntarily separated from 


a position in the Federal Service be- 
cause of reduction of force; 


Have been furloughed indefinitely or 
2 for more than 90 days from such posi- 
tion because of reduction of force; 
(c) Will be involuntarily separated within 
90 days from such position because of 
reduction of force; 


(3) Have good records and are unqualifiedly recom- 
mended by the agency from which separated, for 
further Government employment; 


(4) Have had at least six months of Government ex- 
perience immediately prior to separation or 
effective date of furlough; 


Have passed such noncompetitive tests of fit- 
ness and suitability as the Commission may pre- 
scribe, " 


(5) 


An employee who finds that he is to be separated through no fault of his 
own because of reduction of force may secure fromhis bureau personnel 
officer the proper forms to be executed by his present employer and 
to be filed with the Civil Service Commission.
